Although to ordinary eyes the 
confusion was about a* great as ever 
to those practiced in the mysteries ol 
the Vatican, order was coming out of 
chaos, and the tearing! of all in the 
presence of the Pope was much more 
formal.

Policy of Predecessor. 


Home, August 4.—Cardinal Sarto, patriarch 


of Venice, has been elected Pope and has taken 
the name of Pius X. 


Leo Predicted Sarto. 


Cardinal Giuseppe Sarto was born at Riese. 


province of Venice, June 2. 1835. He was created 
cardinal and patriarch of Venice. June 12. 1893. 


He is very learned in ecclesiastical doctrines, 


is modest, energetic, a good administrator and 
organizer, a patron of the arts and his serious- 
ness has always been proverbial. 


Early in April Pope Leo. in a conveisation 


with Father Perosi. the Italian composer, said in 
speaking of Cardinal Sarto: 


"Hold him very dear Perosi, as in the future 


he will be able to do much for you. We firmly 
believe he will be our successor." 


He has been known for many years as one of 


the greatest preachers in the church. 


Cardinal Sarto belonged to the ecclesiastical 


congregations of bishops and regulars, sacred 
rites, indulgences and sacred relics* 


He enjoyed great popularity in his diocese. He 


is honored by all for his purity, for the strict up- 
rightness of his life, and for liberal ideas. He is' 
a modest and agreeable man, highly cultivated, 
very kind-hearted, and still strong and robust in 
spite of his 68 years. He has never taken great 
part in. the political and public life of the church 
but divided his time between study and gooc 
works. Although most faithful to the Holy See 
he was presented to the King and Queen of Italy 
in Venice. He was considered among the more 
liberal members of the Italian episcopal and 
sacred college. It is said that Leo XIII sided 
with him on one occasion when Sarto disap- 
proved of Rampolla's policy. 


his red cap to the master of ceremo- 
nies as a sign that he would soon be 
created a cardinal, but with a slight 
•mile, Sarto took the white cap. plac- 
ed it calmly on hi* head, and dropped 
the red one lightly on the head of 
Monsignor Merry Del Val, amidst a 
murmur of acproval. This is taken 
as a certain indication that the happy 
recipient is soon to be raised to the 
cardinalate. 


As the new Pontiff stepped from be- 


bind the altar, the only touch of color 
about him being his red and 
gold 


shoes, he really seemed the embodi- 
ment of his Holy office 
His face was 


pale and clearly softened by emotion. 
He paused a moment, as no catue be- W'B' 
fore the expectant cardinals, then 
seated himself on the throne with a 
hurried movement, as thought he had 
suddenly grown weak. His back was 
to the altar, and he was enthroned to 
receive the so-called "first obedience" 
of the cardinals. They came forward, 
one- by one, some calm and smiling, 
others sober and non committal, while 
still others found considerable dif- 
ficulty, e*en at this hour, In conceal- 
ingtheir too obvious disappointment 


All kissed his hand and foot, while 


he saluted each on the cheek with the 
kiss of peace 
Then all broke into 


the Te Deum, with soch effect that 
scarcely an eje was dry 


Pius X then rose and in a v>ice at 


first tremulous, 
but 
giauualiv 
be- 


coming full and firm, administered the1 


pafm! blessing to all of the members 
of the Sacred college 
It was receiv- 


ed with bowed and uncovered heads

In those days Cheshire was fatuous 


for three things—ils .exceptionally line 
•dairying interests and product*, the 
well nigh univorftai udhesion of the 
voting populutiuii to the lleiiiocratic 
party aud Elder John Iceland, au able, 
eccentric and witty Baptist divine, 
whose fame is a part-of the history of 
Cheshire. Elder Lcland nnd most of 
the other people of the town were ar- 
dent admirers of Thomas Jefferson, 
and when he was elected president of 
the United States their joy was un- 
bounded. It was finally decided that 
it would be proper to give to their es- 
teem a tangible expression iu the form 
of a mamuiotli cheese, wbich should 
show to the president the quality of 
their material resources and something 
of the extent of their admiration for 
him. 


The announcement of this plan was 


made by Elder Leland from his pulpit 
one Sunday nioruing and was received 
with pleasure by the people. Juiy 20, 
1803, was the date set for the making 
of tlie cheese, and the plan was to have 
ait tbe owners of cows in the town, 
with tho exception of the few federal- 
ists there were, to make their curd and 
carry it to * central place for pressing. 
Of course there was no cheese press 
large enough for the pressing of such a 
cheese as was proposed, nnd telisha 
IJrown's cider press was couseiiueutly 
selected for tbe work. 


When the day came- for making the 


cheese the. people gathered from all 
parts of the town. Those who Lad curd 
to contribute brought it with them, 
some in lurge quantities nnd ponie in 
small, but all extremely proud to cou- 
tribute to the monster cheese Unit wtis 
to be sent ro the president. Upsides be- 
ing a busy day it was also a gala duy 
for tbe inhabitants of Cheshire. The 
farmers and tlicir wives end families 
turned out en masse to witness the con- 
struction "f wh:,< proved to be the 
most f:uuous cheese in all history, for. 
though n still larger cheese vrns made 
in tbo Town nt n later dai-1, thin was 
tbe president's cheese, anil the great 
Klder Iceland, who in tbo estimation of 
tin- jK-upie of Cheshire wan second in 
important1" only to rn'sidr-ni Jefferson 
hlinwif. was leading and directing tbe 
enterprise. Most of those present were 
arrayed in their Sunday bt>st. though 
the women who superintended tbe mix- 
ing of the curd were obliged to wear 
protecting aprons. 


The hoop in which the cheese was 


pressed was made for the occasion. It 
was four feet in diameter and eighteen 
Indies deep and was secured with 
strong buuds of iron to enable it to 
stand tbe pressure. When all of the 
curd bad been mixed and salted it was 
placed in tills hoop, n follower which 
had also been made especially for tlie 
purpose was placed upon it. and tbe 
ponderous wooden screws of tbe old 
cider mill were turned down on the 
most precious body they bad ever com- 
pressed. After all was done a hymn 
lined off by Elder Leland was sung by 
the assemblage, nnd the people sepa- 
rated for their homes, highly satisfied 
with and very proud of their day's 
work. Some days ufter it, was made 
the cheese was taken to Captain i'an- 
iel Brown's cheese house to be cured. 
Its weight one month from tbe time it 
was pressed was 1.235 pounds. The 
moving of the cheese from the cider 
press to Captain Hrown's vraa made a 
great occasion. The people turned out 
again, and the cheese was followed by 
n i'iy j»rocessio:i. Mases Woloott. who 
kept tlie "tavern," gave a feast to all 
present and thereby linked his name to 
this part of the town's history. 


Tbe following December tlio great 


clr'cse was sent to Washington in 
charge of Elder Leland and Darius 
Brown. There were no railroads in 
those days, and it was drawn on n sled 
to Hudson, N. 1'.. and shipped from 
there by water. The presentation of 
the cheese to the president was nn 
event of moment in Washington. The 
presentation was made at the White 
House in the presence of the cabinet, 
foreign diplomats and other notables, 
Elder Leland serving: as spokesman 
and assuring the president in suitable 
terms of tbe great esteem in which he 
was held by the people from whom the 
fift had come.—Springfield Republican.
